ORTHODOX PATRIARCHATE (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE. 

No. 27 of 1925. 


An Ordinance to amend the Orthodox 

Patriarchate Ordinance 1921. 


BE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine 
with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof:- 


1. This Ordinance my be cited as the Orthodox Patriar- short Title, 
chate (Amendment) Ordinance, 1925, and shall be read as one 
with the Orthodox Patriarchate Ordinance 1921 (hereinafter 
called the principal Ordinance) and the principal Ordinance 
and this Ordinance may be cited together as the Orthodox 
Patriarchate Ordinance, 1921 and 1925. 


2. (1) Section 8 (1) of the principal Ordinance is hereby 
repealed and the following substituted therefor:- 

“(1) Except as provided in sub-section (4) hereof 
all sales of any immovable property made by the Commission 
under Section 7 (b) shall be made in pursuance of a geneial 
or special authorisation of the Patriarch in Synod.

Provided always that in the following cases, that is 

to sav: 


(a) where the sale would involve the closing of any 
metochion or other institution dependent on the Patriarchate; 

(b) where the sale is a sale of any property deve¬ 
loped by buildings situated within the walls of Jerusalem;

(e) where the sale is a sale of any property attached 
ab antique, to any monastery; 

the Commission shall only sell such property in pursuance of a 
special authorisation of the Patriarch in Synod”.

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“(3) Hie i loiniriission shall set anile in a fund tu he 
entitled the Debt Redemption Fund all moneys which may lie 
realised from the sale ol immovable property-in Palestine and 
shall use the moneys so set aside lor the sole purpose of paying 
the debts of the Patriarchate; Provided that, if the total ordinary 
revenue of the Patriarchate in any one year has bet *11 or may 
he less than the total recurrent expenditure authorised by the 
Commission for the same year, the High Commissioner may by 
authority in writing tinder his hand authorise tTie Commission 
to appropriate from the Debt Redemption Knud an amount 
eijual to such deficit” 


“(4> hxcept in the cases contained m the proviso 
to suls-seciion (i) hereof the High Commissioner may, by 
authority in writing under his hand, authorise the Commission 
to sell any immovable property for which no general or special 
authorisation of the Patriarch in Synod has been granted, 
if lie is satisfied that such stile is necessary for the purpose for 
which the Commission is established and that such general) 
or special authorisation is unreasonably withheld**. 


3. In Section 15 of the principal Ordinance after the 
words “by Older of (he High Commissioner” there shall be 
inserted the words “and thereafter from year to year, until the 
High Commissioner is satisfied that the Commission should 
be dissolved”.

5. (1) All deeds of sale or other 1 instruments executed in 

pursuance of the principal .Ordinance prior to the commence¬ 
ment of this Ordinance shall tie deemed to have been validly and 
effectually executed. / 
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(2) All deeds of sale or other instruments executed in 
pursuance of the principal «>rdinance and of a resolution of the 
Commission by the Chairman or Acting Chairman appointed 
under the preceding Section shall be deemed to be validlv and 
effectually executed . 
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6. The Commission shall be deemed to be and to have 
been competent to conduct business if at a Meeting of the 
Commission two membeis in addition to the Chairman or Acting 
Chairman be or were present. 

7. The Interpretation Order issued by the High Com¬ 
missioner on the 1st day of May 1925, and published in Official 
Gazette No. 139 of the 15th (lay of May, 1925, is hereby con¬ 
firmed and is declared to have been validly and effectually issued. 

8. The power of the High Commissioner contained in 
Section 16 of the principal Ordinance shall be deemed to in¬ 
clude the power to issue, and when issued to vary or revoke, 
orders prescribing the terms and conditions on which any body 
claiming to represent any one or more classes of creditors of 
The Patriarchate shall be entitled to be so recognised by the 
Commission, and defining the powers and duties of such a "body 
and its relation to the Commission.
